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“OUR LONDON .CABLE 


DISCOUNT RATES ARE LOWER 


Rumors of More Gold Cause the Bank 
of England to Stop Borrowing—The 
Bank’s Reserve the Highest Since 
the End of March—Tone of the 
Market More Cheerful—Consols a 
Shade Higher.

LONDON, Sept. 2.—From the appear- 
ance ofthe market at the beginning of 
last week the Bank of England's efforts 
to pull the outside discount rates up to 
its own minimum had apparently been 
successful. Slowly but steadily the quo- 
tations hardened until 3% became the 
actual working rate. 

Then came rumors of gold from Russia. 
According to some, one million was to be 
sent to this country and twice that 
amount to Paris, while other reports put 
the amounts at double those figures. 
Various reasons were given for this step 
on the part of Russia; one being that 
she wished to ease the market in order 
to insure the success of the new loan of 
£15,000,000 to £20,000,000 she so badly 
needs, while another was that it was 
gold sent to meet her .external obliga- 
tions, because it had been found impos- 
sible place the loan on 
terms. How much truth there 
bottom of these rumors I am 
pared to say, but I learn from a source 
whose information can usually be relied 
upon that one million is confidently ex- 
pected to reach this market. 

This will not go far, but with the pros- 
pect of gold coming from other parts of 
the world, including further shipments 
from your side, the story was sufficient 
to cause the rates to droop until they are 
a shade lower than a week ago. 

The Bank’has apparently realized the 
impossibility of checking the fall, and 
not only has it suspended borrowing 
operations, but, it is asserted, has re- 
leased money by paying off loans and by 
buying Treasury bills which fall due in 
October. 

Calls amounting to over £16,000,000 on 
Government and other issues have to be 
ready this month, and these, as they fall 
due, may have a temporary effect in 
stiffening the market, but there is about 
a month yet before the Autumn drains 
begin, and the rates, therefore, may 
hang around their present level for that 
time. 

The larger discount houses, however, 
have little confidence in a continuance 
of the ease and are letting business pass 
them rather than reduce their quota- 
tions. Should the market be so ill-ad- 
vised as to let the rates slip back, the 
Bank will be certain to resume borrow- 
ing. : 

There was a further increase in the re- 
serve of the Bank of England last week 
to £23,300,000, which is the highest point 
touched since the end of March last, al- 
though it is still about a million less than 
the amount at that date, 

This is certainly an improvement, but 
even yet it is a small reserve with which 
to face the heavy requirements of the 
final months of the year, especially as 
the market resources are steadily shrink- 
ing. 

As is usual with end-of-month require- 
ments, our banks coming in conjunction 
with the settlements on the Stock Ex- 
change, caused quite a scramble for 
money, and for a day or two call loans 
commanded anything from 3% to 4% per 
cent., while the Bank. lent a moderate 
amount at 4% per cent. 

Apart from settlements of stock the 
market was exceedingly quiet all last 
week. The tone, however, was more 
cheerful on the belief that the South 
African war was drawing to a close, and 
brokers are confident that there will be 
at least a short spell of activity in which 
they may hope to reap some reward for 
their long period of enforced idleness, 
and under this stimulant Consols, which 
have sagged of late, are a shade better 
again, and there is a bull element in the 
market which may be strong enough to 
force the price still higher.

GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 
BERLIN, Sept. 2.—Last week the Boerse 
showed decided improvement. Interest 
was concentrated chiefly upon industrials, 
and particularly upon coal shares, of whieh 
the standard lines gains of from 
8 to 12 points. fron shares also advanced, 
upon the reports of a continued improve- 

ment in the American iron trade. 
This improvement on the Boerse 
assisted by an unusually easy money mar- 
ket during the monthly settlement Con- 
trary to all experience, rates weakened

The financial press, 
contrasting the present situation with that 
of a year ago, when the Autumn demands 
already had made themselves strongly felt, 
predicts that conditions will remain much 
more favorable than they were a year 
ago. Government funds again lost mod- 
erately during the week. Bank stock 
gained upon the publication of more favor- 
able reports from several small institu- 
tions than had been expected. 

The coal scarcity continues and is much 
discussed. An advance of 1 mark per ton 
has been made in Silesia. The burning‘ of 
peat has begun in Berlin on a large scale. 
The proposed reduction of railway freights 
on imported coal, as the papers point out, 
cannot attract English coal, owing to its 
dearness, but will leave the field open for 
American coal. 

The Berliner Tageblatt says: ‘‘ It would 
be singular if the enterprising Americans 
should let the present favorable oppor- 
tunity pass without a powerful effort to 
increase the coal export.” 

The Boersen Zeitung remarks: “ The Ger- 
man demand must depend upon American 
coal for the next few months.” 

The situation of the iron market is some- 
what improved. The sheet mills of West- 
phalia report increased orders. Germany's 
pig iron production for July was 695,213 
tons, against 685,484 tons for the previous 
month. 

Hamburg's trade with Cuba is reviving, 
the imports for 1890 being 12,300,000 marks, 
against 6,700,000 for 1898, and the exports 


being 5,000,000 marks, against 1,700,000 for 
1898. 

The incomes of German railways for July 
aggregated 161,000,000 marks, or an in- 
crease of 9,000,000 marks over the returns 
for June. 

Dutch and Belgian seaports are now out- 
stripping the German in the matter of ton- 
nage. Arrivals at Bremen have increased 
11 per cent. since 1894, and at Hamburg 
24 per cent., while the increase at Antwerp 
has been 36 per cent., at Amsterdam 41 
per cent., and at Rotterdam 52 per cent.
